Senator Reed declared that if the 
government Is to spend millions for a 
food control administration the author- 
ity should be vested in somebody "\vhc 
knows something about it." 
The 
instructions prepared by

ference with Emperor Charles, and 
now a former minister in the Aus- 
trian parliament has caused excite- 
ment by stating the fact that the hate 
of the entire world is directed against 
Germany and that for 
this reason 


Austria should sever all connection 
with her'ally. 


This statement may not have any 


immediate result, but it shows the 
trend of public sentiment relative to 
the war. 


There can be no doubt that Aus- 


tria is suffering many privations and 
that the hope ol victory has com- 
pletely vanished. The longer she con- 
tinues to follow the lead of Germany 
the worse will it be for her in the end. 
As for Turkey and Bulgaria, they are 
not sufficiently independent to oppose 
Germany in anything. • Their armies 
are largely officered by Germans and 
their policies ore to a great extent 
ehaped in Berlin. 
These states are 


but the abject pawns of the German 
scheme of a central empire from Ber- 
lin to Bagdad and beyond. 


The 
ministerial changos made at 


Berlin 
will not help the 
situation. 


They are Intended to bolster up the 
tottering military power. 
It is true 


that 
Chancellor 
Kethmann-Hollweg 


has been retired and another man put 
in his place who, like him, will pur- 
sue the policy approved by the mili- 
tarist clique. The new man comes to 
the office with the advantage of being 
comparatively unknown anfl 
of 
not 


being identified with any of the con- 
tending factions. 
That is apparently 


all he has to commend him as a har- 
monizer. but being the choice of the 
militarists, he must do their bidding 
and hence'may be expected to work 
against the Interests of the people 
who want peace, who want the mili- 
tary program put aside and steps 
taken to meet the 
actual 
situation 


that confronts the nation rather than 
allow conditions generally to become 
more desperate. 


Some of the German newspapers 


have starter! a. plebiscite 
upon 
the 


aims' of the war, as the people, do not 
know what they are fighting for. now 
that the pan-German program must 
be abandoned. 
General von Ilinden- 


burg, the kaiser's favorite, says that 
Germany will 
yet win a military 


peace that will compensate for all her 
Sacrifices. If that be true, there are 
a'great many false prophets in the 
countries of the entente allies and 
even in the United States. Hinden- 
burg is fooling himself as well as the 
German people. 
If he believes this 


statement, he will very soon have a 
rude awakening. 


INSURING THE SOLDIERS 


The government proposition to in- 


sure the 
soldiers and 
sailors who 


servo in this war, is one of the most 
important steps forward yet made in 
connection with the conduct ot the 
war. It is a just recognition of the 
services rendered to the country and 
tho burden will fall upon those who 
benefit by tho war rather than upon 
the relatives of those who give their 
lives or suffer disability in the coun- 
try's cause. 


As outlined by Assistant Secretary 


of Commerce Sweet, the plan in as 
follows: 


"That 
protection 
for 
a 
definite 


amount, not exceeding $4000, should 
bo automatically furnished to every 
one Jn the- military and naval service 
of the United States, without regard 
to rank and without expense to the 
insured; that such insurance or pro- 
tection should cover partial anrl total 
disability as well ns death; that no 
medical 
examination 
should he re- 


,quired except that necessary for ad- 
mission into the service; 
that all 


losses should be paid in regular in- 
utallments; 
that 
all 
adjustments 


.should be made with (he least possi- 
ble dejay; and that a limit, analogous 
to statutes of limitation, should ho 
fixed for the cor.-ection of records and 
the presentation of claims. 


"As concrete evidence of the gov- 


ernment's obligation a certificate or 
policy might' well he given to each 
soldier and sailor. This would mate- 
rially add to Its moral influence." 


It Is also proposed that the same 


hureau bo authorized to offer protec- 
tion to the amount of $6000 in death 
and casualty benefits to each of the 
soldiers.and sailors on t^rms as fn- 
jVOrablo' as those that might be given 
«ln;timos of peace. It !s believed that 


this can bo done by the government 
without material loss. 


By adopting this mode of insuring 


the men In service the. government 
would take on an enormous burden, 
but it would be better for tho fami- 
lies 
and 
the 
country alike, as It 


would remove the pension scandals 
by which undeserving 
parties have 


taken large amounts 
from 
tho na- 


tional treasury.

Tho po- 
llco arEuo that thoro Is little or no 
uso for ono operator to dim his lights 
it the fellow coming1 In tho opposite 
direction doesn't do tho same thine, 
it was only a few nights ago that a 
car was ditched on the Lawrence road 
as tho result of glaring headlights. 
Fortunately nobody was hurt, but had 
the accident happened at a different 
point In the road It might havo been 
very serious. 
The local police are doing good work 
In the enforcement of the dimmer lar,* 
and Supt. Welch has hnd officers post- 
ed at 
different points, especially on 
tho Princeton boulevard, at different 
times. Violators of the law have been 
notified that they must use dimmers 
or rtlm their lights when meeting a 
car or vehicle coming In the oppojito 
direction, and in practically overy in- 
stance where the police have notified 
persons the latter havo had their lights 
properly equipped and have taken their 
machines to the police station for In- 
spection. 
Whllo the glaring headlight In tha 
city streets Is dangerous to autoiats 
anct pedestrians. It is evon more .10 
on country roads, for many a .driver 
meeting another machine, with glaring 
hoadllghtj. is so blinrtcJ that In or- 
der to avoid a collision ho either has 
to stop his machine until the other 
passes or run the ripk of being ditched 
or something else. 


Antol.sts are not tho 3nly violators 
of the law, however. 
^Tnny motormen 
on electric cars, either through negli- 
gence or laziness, fall to shut off the 
heavy searchlights when approaching 
automobiles. 
Of course where there 
are numerous cars passing through a 
road, especially on the roads' leading 
to Boston it keeps the motorman busy, 
but the motorman who exercises good 
judgment IB responsible in no small 
measure for the safety of autombMl- 
ists by shutting oft' his big light when 
approaching cars coming In an oppo- 
site direction. •

who bears this tltlo Is really tho chief 
of police on board a battleship.-

To show what financ'inl Inducements 
the.navy offers, Sosvlolle has divulged 
the pay which he- received at tho be- 
ginning of his naval career and what 
he gets at the present time.

And when time for retirement 
comes our friend will be able to depend 
on Uncle Sam for support for tho rest 
of his life.

General von Hinrten- 
burg, the kaiser's favorite, says that

will yet win a military 


peace that will compensate for all her 
sacrifices. 
If that be true, there are 


a great many false prophets in the 
countries of the entente allies and 
.even in the United States. 
Hinden- 


burg is fooling himself as well as tht 
German people. 
If he believes this 


statement, he will very soon have 
rude awakening.

INSURING THE SOLDIERS 


The government proposition to in- 


sure . the • soldiers and 
sailors who 


' serve in this war, is one of the most 
Important steps forward yet made in 
connection with the • conduct of 
the 


war. 
It Is a Just recognition of the 


services rendered to the country and 
the burden will fall upon those wh 
benefit by the war rather than upon 
the. relatives of those who give their 
lives or suffer disability !n tho coun- 
try's cause. 


As outlined by Assistant Secretary 


of Commerce Sweet, tho plan is as 
follows: 


"That 
protection 
for 
a 
definite 


amount, not exceeding S4000, should 
be. automatically furnished to every 
one in the military and naval service 
of the' United States, without regard 
to rajik and without expense to the 
Insured; .that such insurance or pro- 
tection should cover partial nnd total 
disability as well as death; that no 
medical 
examination 
should he re- 


quired except that necessary for ad- 
mission jnto the service; 
that 
all 


losses should be paid in regular in- 
stallments; 
that 
all 
adjustments 


(should-be made with the least possi- 
ble delay; and that a limit, analogous 
to statutes of limitation, should be 
fixed for the correction of records and 
the presentation ot claims. 


"As concrete evidence of tho gov- 


ernment's obligation a certificate or 
policy might well be given to each 
soldier and sailor. This would mate- 
rlally add to its moral influence."
